ONE BIG STRIKE ENDED. 


Chicago 
Carpenter* Will 
'Work Eight 


HOUI-H at 35 Cents Per Hour. 


CHICAGO, May 6.—The carpenters' strike 


was finally settled, when representatives 
of the carpenters' council and tlie new 
Boss Carpenters' and Builders', association 
met at the Grand Pacific and signed the 
agreement which had been reached by 
the arbitration committee. By the terms 
of the agreement the men are given an 
eight-hour day, overtime is rated as time 
and *a half, Sunday time is rated as dou- 
ble time, each contractor is allowed to re- 
tain his present apprentices and take one 
new apprentice each year, and the asso- 
ciation agrees to employ none but union 
men and foremen and to sublet no con- 
tracts from tlie old Carpenters and Build- 
ers' association. 


The Minimum Wage*. 


The minimum pay for cai-penters is fixed 


at 33 cents an hour until Aug. 1, and after 
that date it will lie :n^' cents an hour. 
Representatives of the carpenters' council 
and the Boss Carpenters' association met 
Tuesday morning and signed tlie articles 
of agreements.
